Earlier in the morning the college 
students behaved in a most irresponsible manner, The

& procession and proceeded towards the Dayal Singh 
College, They were moving in a procession in which 1 13 
an assembly of more than five persons had been 
banned, Weewere however anxious to avoid a tlash E 
with them, Outside the Dayal Singh College they | id 
made a demonstration and when the students showed D 


some reluctanee in coming out thay throw briekbats i 


and broke window and door panes, Thay also 
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slightly damaged the car of the Principal, From 
there they wont to the University Hall and on tc 
the Government College, We were anxious to avoid 
a clash with the students and orders were issued to 
avold Lathi charging or firing at them except when 
Brave provocation was caused. 

A wireless car had been brought to the 
Government House in order to keop in touch with 
the Police reporting stations in the Kotwali and 
the Civil Lines Folioe Stations, The telephone 
lines particularly of Police Stations wera loaded 
and wireless communieation was to be preferred, 
Information about insidants was coming fast and was 
Promptly conveyed to HE. the Governor, the Chief 
Minister and members of the Cabinet who were all | 
present, | 

t the Government House after returning j 
from the Jeeretariat we found that the Governor 
had &alled a meeting of respeetable citizens for 
the purpose of persuading them te issue an appeal 
for maintaing the peace. A draft of the 
appeal had apparently been prepared, The meeting 
Started after lunch, The Chief Sseretary, the H,3, 
and I were ealled in the Durbar Hall where tha 
invitees had been assembled, I was directed by 
H,E, the Governor to explain the situation which 
I did, Most of the persons appeared to be scaptical 
of what I said. After I had finished Maulana Abul 
Ala Maududi made a speech in which ha severely 
eriticised the Government, Ee held the Government 
to blame for all that had happened amd said that the 
acceptance of the demands alone would ease the 
situation, He was followad by Ahmed Saced Kirmani L 
who said that the movement was led largely by 


honligans, unemployed and ¢ther irresponsible persons il 


and that the intelligentsia was not convinced about 4 
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the correctness of the demanda. He said that he 
knew something about the Police firing carried out 
the night before under the orders of Ch.Muhammad 
Hussain near the Fleming Road. He asserted that 
the mob was defiant and abusive whereas the Police 
was patient and courteous, Inspite nf provocaticn 
the Polise officers remained calm and good humoured. 
After his speech the officials namely the C,D., 
the H,S, and myself were sent out. The meeting 
continued for some time and more speeches were made. 
We learnt later that the meeting proved abortive 
and the leaders declined to issue a joint 
appeal. Curfew passes were issued to the invitees 
in order to enable them to got home, Maududi staye 
back and worked on a draft for some time, I am not 
aware of the contents of the draft or its purpose, 
In the afternoon another Cabinet meeting was Held 
presided over by the Governor at which the situation 
was reviewed. According to the report which was 
made, the last incident of lawlessness had taken 
place at 2-30 pom, This concerned an attack on a 
Police party and the setting of fire of a Police 
vehicle, The Cabinet decided that as no incident 
had taken place and the city had become (alm firing 
-sheuld he avoided as much as possible, Tha 
instruetions Eigen in tha morning idis that 
unlawful assemblies were to be dispersed if necessary 
by firing. It was in accordance with the decision 
that Police patrels under the command of Wr.S4H, 
Alam and Malik Habibullah were sent oute They sod 
many streets and whereever they saw an unlawful 
assembly they dispersed it when necessary by force. 

Sarlier during tha day the house of en 
Ahmedi  A,5,1, of Police Station Gowalmandi was set 
om fire, His family was rescued by a Police Patrol, 


The following day was a friday and more 
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serious trouble was apprehended, Late in the night 
the Ghief Minister held a meeting at his house ta 
which the G.0,C. was invited, His attention 
was drawn to the need for greater vigilence as largo 
erowds were expeeted to gather after the friday 


prayers. We dispersed an hour or two before dày 


break, We ware all tired and exhausted, Although relief: 


had been provided for all ranks, the senior offiecrs 
got no rest as the situation was serious and demanded 
personal attention, 

In the course of the day many unlawful 
assemblies were dispersed and much shocting done, 
The Police action tried their bast to suborn loyalty 
there was not a signal case in which Policemen to 
whem given orders failed. The strain on loyalty 
was very great, as many Goverfhmeht servants had 
behaved shamefully and had shown open disloyalty. 
The only trouble was that the available Police was 
not enough to cope with the incidents that took 
place, Wot only were lawful assemblies on the 
streets dispersed, but aid was sent to places from 
where cases or looting and arson were reported. 
Calls from Ahmedis for help were met and Palice 
parties sant, The military were in the town but 
as far as I know did not disperse any tmlawftal 
assemblies. 

At 7 asia, I pot ready and left for the 
Kotwali where I wanted to study tha situation, The 
S,S9,P, and some other officers were alroady there, 
On my way I was stopped by a mob near the Railway 
Station. They were apparently stopping all parsons 
travelling in ears, tongas and boicyclas, They 
stopped me but as I was in uniform, they said that 
they were not using violence and were only stopping 
people from going to their places of work including

Government offices, l asked them to dispersa but 
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When I had gone I found that they reformed themselves 
Near Poliee Station Naulakha, I saw a tank with soma 
troops.

The Police officers were looking tired and anxious, ! 
I had a loud spaaker fixed on the top of the Kotwali | 
with the object of exhorting the mob to disperse, 
i was told that since the morning the mobs had | 
been eollecting and shouting slogans.

Mirsa Naim-ud+Din took ma aside and said that/ in 
the eity was not Bball good, Crowds were ecllacting 
all over the city and,aecording to Naim-ud-Din, | 
They were more aggressiva and determined than:befora. 
He said that the people ware somehow under the impression 
that Government was in the wrong and that it only ] 
ünsympathetic but actively hostile, In this eontext- the | 
use of force was enasperating feelings further inercas- 
ing the chargin. He said that so far the Government 


had not defined it's attitude on the demands and 


hor was there any inéidetion that the Government id 
had any intention of deliberating over them, This E 
according to Naimeud-Din was making the situation i f 
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more difficult. He wanted to be put up before the 
Ghiaf Minister and to suggest that mere reprassion was 
not likely to bring the situation under control; He 
wanted the Punjab Government to assure the publid that 
it was not as unsympathetic and eallous as al being 
made out and to add that it was doing all ces 
expedite a decision on the demands. He felt that such 
appeal would mitigate the bitterness and hostility 
against tho Government which was distinctly mounting. 
Mirza Naim-ud-Din leoked tired and over wrought, There 
"dis no-doubt that much of the ill feeling was aroused 
baeause while the demands wore being made feverishly 
and with vehemence no official pronouncement cn their 
merit had been mddei Government's silence was taken 
for apathy and indifference and much ill feeling was 
caused on that account. Accordingly the 3,8,P, and I 
went to the CM's House, Again wa had to pags through 
excited and angry crowds who were stopping traffic, 
Persons on bicycles were asked to get down and no one 
was allowed to go his place of work, Shops were shut 
and the city had a very grin look, The people had 
collected in small batches every where and wore 
looking for mischief, At the GM's house we 
learnt that he had already gone to the Government 
Houses We then weht to the Government House and 
found that the Ministers and the C,M, had already 
come, The Givil Lines area was comparatively frac 
from crowds, I put the S,5,P, before the O,.M, 
and he repeated what he had told ma, I also noticed 
that members of the Lahore Corporation including 
women members namely Begum Tasaddug Hussain, Begum 
GeAsthan, the Mayor and Nawab Muzaffar Ali Qazalbash 
had arrived, Attaullah Jehanian was also present 
and he had brought with him some student workers. /

Mirsa Naime-ud-Din volunteered to zo alone even at the 
risk of his life reading cut the statment, He 
did so ultimately. The statement was read on the 
telephone by Malik Habibullah to the Officer who was 
aeting as 5,9.P. in the Kotwali and he was directed 
to broadcast it from the loud spesker which had been 
installed there, The Governor directed the Hades 
to read out the statment on the telephone to Khalifa 
Shuja-ud-Din who had been making efforts to persuade 
the agitators in the mosque to call off the agitation 
probably on the 5th a printed portion which had 
been broadeast by Abdul Hamtäd whose pen name is 
Dai-ul-Haq was brought to tha Government House, The 
poster gave a list of dictators of the agitation, 
The names of dictators were Abdua Sattar Niazi, 

Mian Myhommad Shafi, MabeAs and Qazi Murid Ahmed of 
Sarcodhase The position continued to deteriorate 

and although the P4lica went out and dealt with 
‘several situations no improvement teok place, Mora 
and more incidents continued to occurs At this 
stage I apprehended that if tha mobs took into their 
head to attack officers many lives would be lost and 
the situation would become impossible te. control. 
The whole city was infested with mobs and they 

were looking for mischief, So far theyshaé not 
thought of attacking officers but sucha possibility 
could not be ruled out, The Ministers wanted to 
knew the reaction to the statement and wanted tha 
Poliee to proceed cautiously. In certain quarters 
it is possible that the statement was taken by Police 
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of'fiters toydbnd ef that no action wag to be taken 
by thems Moreover it was friday and the Government 
wak quite rightly anmtious not to take a strong line

Interviews by high personages including the Prime 
Minister of Pakistan continued to be granted to 
Ahrar leaders in spite of their blaak and antis 
Pakistan record. This not only ereated confidence 
in the minds of Ahrar workers but also gave an 
impression to the general publie that the Ahrars had 
the blessing ofthe Muslim League and ita leaders, 
During the Punjab elections in 1950-51 the Ahrars 
were allowed to eome forward as a body and to do 
eleetioneering proparanda on behalf of Muslim League 
candidates, Thus the Ahrars developad confidence 
and with the passaze of tine began not only to 
danounce the Myslim League but also it's leaders. 
Ultimately they developed sufficient confidence 
and gave a direct-action threat to the Prime Minister 
himself; The Government's silence was misunder~ 
-stood and provided the Ahrars an opportunity to say 


that their aetivities had the approval of the League 


and the Government, Thay went further and spread 
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rumours to the effect that there was a rift in the 
Central Cabinet and that their propaganda was liked

P Offical machinery for dealing with the 
agitation was not set into motion until it become 
very late, The deeisicn to meat Loc direct-action 
challange was taken after the one month's notice and 
the five days by which it was extended had expired, 
Under the British regimo whenever the Congress or any 
other political party made a similar threat it used 
to be promptly declared as an unlawful association 
under the Criminal Law Amendment Act, it's funds 
confiscated and leaders interned, No such action was 
taken in thie case; the agitators continued to address 
meetings and to enlist support otherwise.

The Ahrars did not realise that they were 
Playing with fire and that having raised mass passions 
they would let loose any orgy of violence and horror, 
They,however, paid no thought to this aspeet and indeed 
with determination and vigour continued to bend their 
efforts for promoting gectional strife, Any ona with

-eas of their activities, When ultimately the leaders 
of the Majlis-i-Ahrar were rounded up tha Jamaat-i-Islami 
leapt into tha field and took up tha leadership of the 
agitation.

There was 
also a fealing that before long revenge would be taken 
against the Pylice and 4Sthers who had stood in the way of 
the successful achievement of the aritatgrs, 
Ea Deeper and inwisible reasons also worked on the 
public mind to create this awful situation, Food 


prices shot up very high and for several months wheat 
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was not only difficult to get but sold at prices 
tanzing between As 24,/- to Rs 30/={ per maund. In 
rationed towns wheat was undoubtedly sold at a controlled 
price (Rs 13/12 per maund), but the amount of daily 
ration was only five cshataks, For a people whose 
staple food is wheat that ration was wholly inadequate 
and it was ndüceB5sary to alipplament it from the blacks 
market, The pebsons in lower income levels were 
thoroughly improverisHed ahd their savinga dried ups 
Trade depression had hit the small wage earner and 
the demon of unemployment was gradually increasing in 
size. Frustration was widespread and had affected 
the rich and the poor alike. The rise in the cost of 
living shattered indivual peaca and domestic budgeting 
became an impossibility. When Pakistan came into being 
the common man was convinced (thanks to the utterances 
of the damagoguas) the Pakistan's armed might was 
great (the fifth in the world}, that whereas Pakistan 
would forge ahead India would disintegrate and ha 
continuously a victim ef hunger and poverty, that Kashmir 
would fall in the lap of Pakistan within a short time, 
that corruption, jobbery and nepotism would disappear,and 
finally that Delhi would he conquered within a few 
years, None of these hopes wes achieved, Instead, food 
shortages became almost a yearly feature; canals 
began to dry up and it become patent that only 
a miracle would deliver Kashmir to Pakistan, Information 
from India accentuated the sense of bitternass, India 
industry rapidly developed and prices of home made 
goods land it was said that there was hardly anything 
that India could not manufacture] were within the means 
of the common man, Food was no longer scare and the 
wheat which the Indians ate was cheaper, whiter 
and cleaner: What shocked many was that the price 
of many importad.rocls in India was cheaper than in 


Pakistan in spite of no devaluation. In the middle 
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of 1952, newa began to spread that very acute financial 
crisis was impending and that in 1953 the focd 
situation would be even more dasperate, Many pecple 
began to wonder whether Pakistan would ultimately 
survive and tha nation was becoming sceptical end 
defeatist, The partition had broken the middle class 
which was the hulwark of the Punjab, There was 
further fragmentation of holdings, People were left 
with few convictions and discontent was rampant. The 
fact that faith in the ability of Pakistan to steer 
through the difficulties was wearing away made the 
situation much more poignant, Government servants, 
except in the Police and the Army, were showing 4 
lack of zeal, Enthusiasm for work was lacking. 4a the 
futura appeared uncertain; everyone was trying to get 
rich in a short time, ‘he leaders were found ta be men 
with feet of clay, The Myslim Leagus lost contact 
with the masses and it's memhers were busy in securing 
benafits m nail aggrandizement. The B.P.D. 
report took over five years to core out and the 
draft shocked sober opinion, The central leadership 
smacked of staleness and inertia, The stare was thus set 
for a revolution: the Khatme Nabuwwat issue lighted a

6, The 6th of March was a Friday, For many days 
the loudespeakers from the Wazir Khan mosque, where 
day: and night sessions were hold, brayed and aroused 
emotion and hysteria, Friday was the day when Muslims d 
would congregate in mosques, They would then act 
as one individual and bring the Government to 
its knees, On that day the suspension of business was ~ 
complete.

started and shops were set on fire, On Friday, non= 
Ahmedis also bezan to be molested. With the Police 
the erowds played a came of hide and seck. They 
dispersed on sieht of a police patrol, took cover in 
side lines, and as soon as the patrol was out of sight 
came forth and assembled azsin. Goonda rule prevailed 
for some hours, This was the turning point and it 
was bhen that saner public opinion realised for the 
first time, and almost with a shock, what was 
coming. J0 far there was complacency and the impression 
excitad that only Ahmedis and Government servants would 
be the target of attacks. Om the 6th goondas, not 
needing any moral sanction Tor their acts, descended 
on anyone they could lay their hands on, Then it begañ 
to dawn that- if lawlessness was not checked immediately 
no one's honour or property would be safe. ‘The 
Martial Law was proclaimed at 1-30 and it took 
the troops soma time to move into position. I will 
not recount in this note the bloody events which task 
Place on that day. It will suffice to say that the 
people had a taste of what they had prepared for but 
which they were hoping would not befall them, The 
mobs retreated to their houses and all axcept the 
Enoncas locked themselves indoors and began to pray 
for their safety and deliverance.

owing to poverty has inersased, After the Martial Law is 
lifted, undoubtedly demonstrations and processions will be 
staged and Government will come in severe eriticism. 
Elementary problems of the country are food and 
employment in which field, aeccrding to popular 
opinión, precious little has so far been done, Tha

Th. Government were inclined to declara Martial 

Law when they found that thelr services, particularly 
their clerical staff, had been so affectat, Similarly, the 
Electricity Supply pecple and the talapnena operators 
had threatened te strike and to cut off supplias and 
comtunicationg. The clerical staff of other offices 
also, except the Palice offices, had similarly adopted 
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& nost truculent attitude, As far as the Police Fiere

is concerned their atrengin had always been much below 
the normal strength required by Police Rules, according 
to Police Rule 2,2.(11], there should be ona Constable 
to every 450 inhabitants, Thus, on a population. of 
0,324532, which according te the census figures is the 
population of Lahore, there should have been a Police 
Force of 2,076 Constables in Lahore city as afianst the 
aancticnad strength of 1667. It will be seen Irom the above 
that even for normal duties the police was quita undor-= 
taffed. For an emergency of this nature the strength 
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of the Police Force was grossly inadpoauate, 

15» Tke task of the police was rendered more 

by indiscriminate issue in Laóhoro City. 

The number of fircarms with the population in Lahore 

alene was 27398 i.a. more than nine times more than 

in the possesaion cf the Police. Hot only. the police 

but even the army whan they Lock over wore fired 

on several cocasions, 

16, Despite the above and despite tho fact that 

the police employed had ta werk under difficult 

conditions without real or respite, the police could 

sliil nave carried on except [or the impression aman 

the people that the Army were thera to protect then

and took with me Inspoctor Hashidudin Ehan and two 
Punjab Constabulary Reserves, At Gujranwala 1 discussa 
the situation with the Deputy Commissicner and the 


Superintendent of Peljceé and cther senior officers and 
gave directions, Il also galled notables of the City 
and had a talk with them, I found that many of then 
wanted thst law and order snould be restored out were 
completely devoid cl moral courage to enable them 

cone openly forward and say so either from thc public 
rlantform or through lesfiots, Indeed they insisted 
that wien I taxed tc them I should do so behind closed 
SonPs. Among theae notables were many Muslim League 


M.L.àa. and office besrers. I also addressed tha 


Pelice, Parsonnsl in the Distries Police Lines, I 
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found their morale hira and they were ready for any 
‘emetgeancy. 1 alse distributed some rowards to the 
Police officers who had done well in dealine with tha 
agitation. I stayed the night at Gujranwala. as the 
situation. had amagsd I rushed te Sheikhupurs on the Sth 
of Mareh reachine thera at 12 nocna I agzin addressed 
tha PQliee personnel in the District Police Lines. I 
found the morale of Sheikhupura Palice also rood and was 
informed that the situation was well in hand. I returned 
to Lahore in the afternoon and went straight to the 
house of H,C,E. to apprise him of the situation, 

18, Having studied the situation in my Hange 
thoroughly, on the 12th of March I wrote g note to the 
1.4. of Police making the following suggesticns:-

| AsL4.U,, dated the 19th August, 1952, on the subject noted above. 
| d. The scrutiny of arms licences issied in the Lahore 
| Distriet after partition has further revealed that the arms 
| Licensing Branch of my office alone was not abetting in forrery 
and cheating in the matter of the issue of arms licences on the 
basis of bogus Police Raports. Hundreds of applications for 
the grant of arms licensees have since been traced, which were 
duly forwarded? and recommended by the Senior Superintendent of 
Police, Lahore, It appears that one Nazir jhmad Shan, an 
Assistant sub-Inapoctor of the Punjab 2onstatulsry, whe had 
no concern whatever with the administration of the Police 
Thanas in the Lahore District, used tc append on such aliic= 
ations his recommendation in English or Urdu without disclosin- 
to which branch of the Palics ha belonred, The clerks in tie 
office of the Senior Superintendent of Police, Lahore thon 
added an endorsemont for-warding ani recommending the applications 
which was duly signed by np m of the Palice 
office. It was on the basis of this Police report that these 
liceneos for guna and rifles were issued by the additional 
Deputy Commissioner or the Additional District Magistrate, 
Lahore, Besides, this ranr added cn applications for arms 
licences recommendations in the names of the Station House 
Officers of the various Police Stations in the Lahore District 


without the knowledge of the Station House Offieers conecrneéd,

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Such applications were also duly recommended by the Sonior 
Superintendent of Police, Lahore, and the licence finally 
sanctioned by the Additional Deputy Commissioner or the 
Additional District Maristrate, Lehore, This gang appears to 
have been so active and suecessful that during some months they 
managed to obtain from 500 to 1,000 licences on the basis of 
Police reports which were obviously false and forged, dt is 
curious that the of Picials of the office of the Sanior 
Superintendent of Police, Lahore recommended? such applications 
knowing full well that the polisa officials who had appended 
their reporte were oither not posted to the police Staticn in 
the jurisdiction of which the applicant resided or had nc 
concern with the tase, It is also curious that they failoà to 

isordor that the recommendations of tho Station House Officers 
were forged. They are always familiar with the handwriting of 
their Station House Ufficers and I have no doubt in my mind 
that they knew that the recommendations on the applications 
were forged,  Th-e number of such licenecs already traced runs 
ints a couple of thousand cases and I anticipate that several 
hundred moro will come to light. 
Ja fe a result of the tightening of the Bulas and tha 
close checking of licenses at thet time of renewal, several 
licences appear to have rone underground, i apprehend that 
they will have their lieences renewed in other Districts, which 
is permissible under the Rules, I would request,therefore, 
that Government may be atproache’ to issue instruetions to all 
District Magistrates in tha Punjab, direeting them not to renew 
arms licences issued by the District Magistrate, Lahore, 
unless they are satisfied that the licences has either 
Fenuinaly taken up residence in another District or has been 
transferred thera in his official cr noneofficial capacity. 
This will ensure that the Licences who have gone undergrcund, 
appear in my office lor the ronewal of their licences and my

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Tha disturbanees of Mareh,1953 were the 
direct outcome of a movement now popularly known as 
" Khatmege-Nahuwwat" gponsord entirely by the Ahrars, 
This Organization in pre=Hartition days were staunchly 
Congress hinded and keenly opposed to the Muslim 
League and Pakistan, further their loyalties were 
easily sitehed over from one political tarty ta 
another for their personal advancement. They found 
themselves completely eclipsed on partition, For a 
long while they gould not raise their heads, but 
eventually took up the MARIAT question in 1949, 
This was a small beginning with littla support but 
identifiad tha Ahrars again. Henceforth their 
activities were directed against the Ahmatis in one 
form or the other. Their initial attacks were mild 
and did not receive much support from any party, 
despite their attemets to woo these parties. They alsa 
deelsred that they would now polities and bbganb 
a raligious party only. They, however ,, eontinued to 
press their attacks on Ahmadis, aecusing then of getting 
preferential treatment and disloyalty to Pakistan, 
Th .Muhammad Zafag Ulluh jan beran to ba vehenentally 
"and: shamefully attacked by tha Ahrars, During thè 
"'8peetions in March, 1951, they promised ka support the 
My elim League wholly if ‘Ahmadis’ candidates wore 
Jómnpped,. Since these candidates were defeated the 
Ma $lisse-4hrar rerarded it as & personal triumph and 
eclebrated Yaum-e-Tashakkur in Lahore for three days 
in May, 1951, Their processions were eivan rousing 
receptions and they at ones climbed ta fure and 
popularity as dolivorers sinee Ahmadis had been 
excluded from the Assembly. .Zhey now realized their 
strength to bo able te stand alone by usinge religious 
issues and pressed persistently ahaa with their 


venomous hate propaganda atainst Ahmadis raining 
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strength with each publie meeting, They joined hands 
on religious matters vipu the Jamast-e-Islami and their 
cause got a greater fillip, Their villificaticn 
daily increased in aggressivenass till stray murdarous 
attacks were being made on shmadis in the Province, 
Under the aeris of the Anjuman Khatm-e-Nabuwwat they 
started and intensified thelr villification of sAhmadis, 
They then advocated and enforced their social 
boycott of Ahmadis, Indeed they became so aggressive that 
a sovere warning had to he administered to them. This 
had little offaect and eventually the P4liee had to take 
vary elaborate measures tc prevent major ratastrophies, 
In May,1952, Master Taje-ud-Din Ansari and Sh.Hasssm-ud- 
Din wera arrested at Sareodns for defying orders 
promulrated u/s 144 Ür,P.C, and sentenced te 6 months 
Rel, each, The party found that unless they had tha 
support of other talkins badies sn! solitical parties 
they were not likely to succeed in their efforts against 
the Governmeit. With this object in view they called 
an All M,5lim Parties Convention in dgne,1952, in Lahore, 
Leading raligious snd influential luminaries numbering 
approximately 60 wera invited to attend from all partes 
ef the country. Theyhad also enlisted the support of 
the Islam Loamuc to defy Gevernment orders; The spirit 
of defiance thus created crew and lod to ugly incidents 
in Multan and Lysllour and firing had to be resorted 
to at Multan when a Police Station was attacked,  Ahmaeadi 
shops were looted at Lyallpur and sressure was broucht 
to bear to remove Ahmadis from local bolies such as two 4 
Ahmadi School Tenshees of Usetyebhe Woniecipality, 
Their social boycott was further intensified 
and Sh.Zafar Ullah Kian shamelessly villified. Tye 
Multan incident, however, was set back for them, They 
then approached the Ex-Chie? Minister Maan Martez 
Muhammad Khan DLaultsna for the release of their two 


leaders Master Taj-ud-Din Ansari and Gh. Hasssm-ui-Din 
en a solmn undertaking that they would remain peaceful

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and would in fact oven protest the Ahmaáis, Thia 
promise was not Kept and their insisduous propaganda 
continued and Muslim Leaguers beran lending their 
active support, Henceforth they defiantly and with 
greater courage continued thair agitation from platform 
pulpit. and press in Daily Zamindar, Extracts from 
minutes of meetings snd poster were constantly sent 
to tha C.I,D, for disposal and important issues 
discussed in the Weekly Oonfidentiíal Diaries, They 
heran enlisting volunteers, raising funds by the sale 
of saerificial skins and issue of rupee notes, Their 
volunteers were made to sign a pladzo to the effect that 
they would be prepared to make any sacrifice involving 
lifo and property if called upon te do so. 

In January,1953 with the ostensible excuse to 
conaidar the recommendations of the B.P.G, Rapport a 
gathering of Ulemas was convened at Karachi, A resolution 
was passed for tha Ahmadis to bo deelared a minority 
and to launch a DIHRGCT ACTION MOVEMENT, Maulena Maudoodi 
of the Jamaat-e-Islami addressed a public meeting soon 
after in Lahore and demanded the aceoptance of tha 
ahrars'’ demands, failing which a very serious situation 
would dovelop. Various dates were elven as the dead 
line for DIRECT AZTIOK due to internal differences 
en this point and eventugliy 23rd Pobrurary,1953 was 
settled ons This fact was also reported to the O,I,D, 
explaining tha seriousness of the situation and the 
magnitude of tha conflagration for suitable aetion which 
wae not taken at once, Extracts from my Weekly Confident 
Diaries for tho work ending the 7th,44th and 21st 
Fabrurary,1953 arc attached, Before any fixed poliey 
was evolved the date had already arrived and though 
temporarily delayed, DIMACT ACTION MOVEMENT wog 
finally launched on 28.27.1953.

On the 27th February,1953, I was sent for 


by the Deputy Inspector General of Po]ioo, O.I.D, who 
informed me that Government kad decided to round up 
leaders of the All Müslim Parties Convention, In 
pursuance of this decision the CID rounder up a number 
of them on the same night with the assistance of Lahore 
District Police, Some however, ahbsconded.. 

Anicipating that the All Myslim Parties 
Convention meant mischief on a considerable scale, I 
requisitioned reinforeemant to the oxisting strength 
of the Lahore District Police from the Punjab Constabu- 
lary. I eet six platoons of the Punjab. Gonstabulary, 
in addition to two platoons posted at the headquarters 
of every divisicn i.e, Civil Lines. Old Anarkali, Naulakha 
and K4twali. Apart from it, the Tear Smoke Unit of the 
Punjab Constabulary was also requisitioned, The Tear 
Smoke Squad of the District Police was also standing by 
at the Police Station Civil Lines, The Mounted Police 
Contingents ef the Constabulary and the District Folice 
were also ordered to stand by, I ordered the Station 
House Officers in a meeting to immediately convene 
meetings of respectables of their jurisdictions and to 
urge them to usc their good offices in their localities 
in maintaining law and order, The 3,H, 08; consequently 
held meetings in their polies stations, I orderad 
the Deputy Superintendent of Falise, "ET to round up 
"known fo0endas and about 40 of them were rounded up, 

Trouble really commenced on the 28th of February, 
On that day Hartal was cbhserved and apprehending the Fi 
breaches of the law, I posted pickets at strategic points 
having due regard tc the proteetion of Ahmadis' life and 
property, Pickets in alequate number were established 
near Shezan Hotel, Shah Nawaz Medical Stores,fattan Bagh, 
Ahmadiya Building, Tollinton Market, Laxmi Building etc, 


Thesa pickets were armed and were manned hy the stenpgth 
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from tha Punjab Constabulary assisted by the District 
Police, 

Small bands of abrar workers who were Joined 
by the interested riff-raffs roamed throughout Lahore 
forcing reluctant shop keepers to close their shops, 
in the afternoon, a procession of about 5/6 thousand — 
persons formed outside Delhi Gate and marched on to 
the Civil Seeretariat, I reinforced the Secretariat 
Gaurd with anchter armed reserve from the District rolice 
Lines, One srmed mobile Police Haserve was plaecd at the 
disposal of the City Magistrate who accompanied the 
precession, The District Magistrate immediately posted 
other Magistrates as well. On the way the procession 
changed it mind, deviated from its scheduled route and 
instead turned on tha Mall with Government Houso as its 
objective. The processionists were crying themselves w^ 
hoarse with anti-Government,anti-Police and anti-Ahmani 
slogans, The Inspector General of Folica, the Home Secre- 
tary and the District Magistrato also reached Charing 
Üross and it was decided by all of them to halt the 
procession at Charing Cposs which was the most suitable 
place for this purpose, Tyo striking force of 6 platoons 
was at once removed to Charing Cross and lined up, The 
Inspector General, the Home Secretary, the Commissicnar 
and the District Maristrate wera themselves present, 

The procession was halted and 34 persone who apreared 
to be the Leaders were arrested under Section 107/151 
Cr.P.U. anü the rest of the mob was dispersed, The 
decision to take action u/s 151 only waa taken by all 
offiecors unanimously. As the mob surged towards Charing 
Üross,Shops on the Mall were closed, traffic came to 
stand still and law abiding people shut themselves up 

in the houses and shops. The mob was mostly composed of 
the riff-raff and hooligans but had high tone of religi- 
ous Sentiments, When the Mall Road hed been cleared, the

Under crder of the inspector General, the existin- 
strength was reinfcreed by B platoons from the BHordar 
Police, 2 from the Police Recruits Training Centre and 
one from the Police Razakars.

I was constantly in touch with the CID, The transport 
with us was also reinforced by the arrival of 8 Border 
Police lorries which had come with their reserves, 


Ambulance Cars had also been requisitioned from the Civil 


Defence Department, 
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Some un-imnpertant processions were taken out in 
the walled city as well as in the area in which section 
154 had been progulgstaed,. In Anarkali 31 persons wore 
arrested under secticn 158 Or.P,C. for defying this ban 
after their refusal to disperse. Police always reached 
the spot in time on receiving information of the move- 
ments of processions and invarisbly the prceesssions 
dispersed helter skelter on seeing a Police party 
approaching. aA dafiant procossion coming from Nila Gumbad 
on the Mall was dispersed by lathi charge by Mr.M.h,.H, 
Chaudhary, Assistant Superintondent of Police, another 
crowd of a few hundred persons proccedine towards Charing 
Cross was halted by the Police Party led by the Inspector 
General of Police, I was also with that party.

assumed the character of a popular uprising against 
the Government in power, By now I realized that the 
police of granting liberal arms licenees to the public 
had definitely been a cause for their encouragemente 
Such fire arms were not only used against Poliee but 
later on aglanst Army as well. The insurgents were 
working on a well laid plan to paralyse the Government 
by burning Post Offices, removing Railway traeks,burning 
Omni Buses and eonatructing road blocks, thus hitting at 
the means of communications, Their most important triumpa 
was subverting the loyalty of a vast majority of Govern- 
ment Servants, The Civil Secratariat,Accountant General's 
Office and other important offices were affeeted, Even 
the students had taken active part in joining the movenent. 
Interruption was noticeable in telephone talks, 

Under these circumstances P lice went all eut for 
suppressing this mad orgy of lawlessness with tha maximum 
af force. Police always reached places of more serious 
erimes promptly and on a number of occasions arrested 
locters red handed, P,lice patrol parties were wireless 
fitted and while on patrol were informed by the Wireless 
Control at KRetwali or Civil Lines of ancther ocaurrenco 
to deal which they rushed, It was a triumph of Palice 
vigilance and promptitude that serious casas of 
incendiarism and loot were so few when we think of how 
wide spread the uprising was. The Anarkali, Commerical 
Building, the Mall and other Commerical Centres remained 
in tact on account of prompt action taken. The casualties 
on this day were far higher than tha previous day. The 
firing was determined am effective. All ranks remained 
loyal, steadfast and firm. Every offieer worked beyond. 
his capacity infused with tha spirit that it was that 
alone to stood between the Government lawfully 


established and chaos. There were innumerable crimes 
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of most serious nature which were averted and never 
took place, because F alice was always at hand and vigilant, 

In the vening thare was again a meeting at 
the Government House in which it was decided that 
PQlice should ignore slight technical breaches of 144 
and that firing should be restricted. The message was 
conveyed to the Kotwali Control from the Government 
House., I was not called to that meetings 

I am certain that if Government had not rescinded 
its policy and directed that firing should be restricted, 
Police would have controlled the situation, No amount m" 
of propaganda succeeded in subverting the loyalty of 
the Force. 

Challenging crowds swarmed around the Kotwali

Tha K4twali was stoned and every thing pointed at an 
attempt at atorming the Kotwali. The crowds demanded 
that senior police officers who had opened fire be 
handed over to them. We had orders to epan fire only 
on a very rastristed scale in extreme emergency. This 
would have been futile. Tear Gas shells were, therefore, 
Tired from the roof of the Hotwali regularly which kept 
the crowis at some distance. As soon as the tear gas 
blew over the erowds again approached the Ketwali and 
surrounded it. I arrived at k4twali at about 7 a.m, 
and was followed by the Inspector General of Palice 
after about half an hour, I discussed the situation with 
tha Inspector General and told him that the situation 
was desperate and the weak-kneed policy of the 
Government was demorallising even the Palice Force 
which was the only part of the Government machinery 
standing by it. I, tharefore, urged him to explain this 
to His Excellency and the Hon'ble Chief Minister, 
I told him that if Government did net revise its policy 
I would resign. The Inspector Goneral agreed with me 
and we both went tc Government House where a Cabinet 
Meeting was held which was also attonded by Genl. 
Muhammad Azam Khan, Home Secretary and the Deputy 
Inspector General of Palice, Lahore Range, AS we came 
cut of Kotwali, Agha Muhammad Ali Ehan met us on the

Although curfew had been imposed by District Magistrate 
Lahore in certain areas at night time, yet the demonstrators 
in largo groups freely moved about and violated the curfew 
orderse At 0230 hrs on 5 Mar '53, I, accompanied by the OFTE 
Comd 103 Bde (Lt-Col, Sardar Abdul Aleem Khan] attended an 
emergent maeting called by the Hon'ble Ghief Minister 
(Mr, Mumtaz Doultana) at his residence where various 
measures to control the situation were discussed. The Chief 
Minister asked forthe troops to earry out patrolling as a 
mere. 'Shew of force’ but did want them to take any 
further action at this stage, ise., he did not want to permit 
the use of force by the troops to disperse unlawful mobs, 
This was the general trend of his policy which was later 
in the morning confirmed in the Gabinet meeting held by 
H.E, The Governor of Punjab at the Government House on tha 
same day, 
The situation,however,continued to be tense, Two nore coys 
of jrd Pathan Regt were moved to the town lone to Gol Bagh 
and the other to Police Station NaULANMHA) at 0660 hrs on 
5 Mar 1953, The remainder of 3rd PATHAN MEGT ware also 
ardered to move to Gol Bagh area immediately. at this sings, 
two Sns of 103 Bde has been deployed in "Aid of Civil Power" 
assisted by & Lancers, The Bn HQ ef 103 Bde also moved to

At 1800 hrs, I held a conference at GYMEHANa CLUB, whieh 
was attended by Off Comd 103 Bde, I.G. Police, D.I,0, 
Police, Lahore, Chief Secretary Punjab, 0.0, and Sebabe 
Lahore, The latest developments in the situation were 
reviewed and measures to mact it were discussed, Se far 
no changes of policy was given by the Punjab Govt who 
still depended on Police and their own measures to

13. Although it had been decided at the Cabinet meeting held 
by HE. The Governor of Punjab on the 5 March 53, that the 
police should take vary strong action by using any amount

yet in practice the police were unable to de so either dus 
to conflicting directions baing given at various time or 
any other reasons best known to them, Howover neither did 
the poliee ask army partola to accompany their patrols, 

th, The troops continued to patrol the main thorcuehfares in 
the city outside the walled city area aecording to the 
policy laid down by the Punjab Cabinet on 5th March, 1952, 
and the procassionists dispersed when confronted with 
military patrols, Cases of arson, loot and stabbing were 
reported on 5 March 1953, Whenever timoly informaticn was 
received by the troops, action was immediately taken to 
put out fires, prevent looting and evacuate threatened 
families to safety and give protection to all others who 
were in need of protection, 

15, On 5 March 1953, the Punjab Govt was still unwilling to 
hand over the situation in Lahore to the army control, 
although they saw the things had gone for beyond thair 
eontrol, The Civil administration had completely broken 
down. Tha P & T Deptt, AG's Office, Railway Worksheps, 
station and traffie staff etc had struck work, Trains 
were not moving cut of Lahore, the telephone and telehraph 
system was not operating and P & T personnel were threatening 
the Ministers at Govt, House. Essential Services also 
threatened to stop work and eut off water and eleetricity 
connections etc, WMiscreants attempted even to put out of 
action the Radio Station Lahore, The line was soon repaired 
hy the army. Personnal of Bata Shoe Ca, Ordnanec Clothing 


Factory also struck work,Gcvt prestige had gone and morale 
was very low. 
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16, At the meeting held at the Govt. House on the morning of 6th 
Mareh,1953, I asked HE. The Governor of Punjab to intervene 
and ask his Government to hand over the situation to the army 
for réstoration of law and order, He,however, said that he hed 
no power to order the Government to do so,although he agreed 

Fä that it should be done, The Cabinet and Hon'ble Chief Minister 

| still remained undeéfded regarding the handing over of the 
situation to the army,. Mere patrolling by the Polica er Army: 
or combined could not give an answer to the probleme; 

17e- l apprised GHQ of the prevailing situation during the Cabinet l 
Meeting at about 1100 houra and told them that if tha sitgatich 
was handed over to me by the Punjab Govt. immediately, I will ug

18, In make matters worse, the Hontble Chief Minister, (Mr Mumtaz 

E Daultana) issued & statement at about 1200 hours on 6 Harch!55 
that his Cabinet had accepted the domands of the agitators and 
he was sending a Minister to press the same upon the Central 
Governments This was fiven as an information at the Gabinet 
meeting and on this factor he based his hopes that the situatiD, 
would improve, This information came to us as a surprise st t 

NIS This statement did not halp Matters but on tho - 
contrary encourged the agitators to intensify their violent 
activities, In the Torennon ef 6 March, cases of stabbing, 
arson of property including Governmant property (Post Offices 
Buses etc] and leoting of shops particularly arms shops wore 
reported, Luckily, information regarding the attempted looting 
of arms shops was received by tho trcops in tima and they were 
able to reach the spot within a few minutes and prevented loot- 
ing of arms ani ammunition, Troops continued to render 
assistance to besaieed families and shop keepers, who wera 


threatened by violent mobs, 
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The Punjab Government still unwilling to nand over the 

situation to the army and hoped that the statement isguad 

by Hon'ble Chief Minister at noon on Friday; the Oth March 1953, 
would restore law and order, The statement, however, failed 

to create the desired effect and instead, the vidlefit hebs 
#entinued to advance in various directions, Thera was 
eomplàtechaos in the town, whilst we were still at the Government 
House Gabinet meeting. Frequent requests were coming in for 
army help from DCs of Districts who were Losing control of 
situation due to lack of clear cut policy from the state 
Government, 

At about 1245 hrs, final instructions were received by me from wo 
the Dofonee Secretary, Government of Pakistan, that the Hon'ble 
Prine Minister of Pakistan had authorised me (GQC 10 Division) 
to declare Martial Law and to take over the administration of 
the eity of Lahore, Consequently, Martial Law was declared in 
Lahore Corporation Area at 1330 hrs on 6th March 1953, 

The entire staff of the Punjab Secretariat had gone on strikg | 
and held maetings inside Seeratariat Building, locked tha main 
entrance and disallowed their senior officers to leave the 
Seeretariat, Efforts were being by senior offieers to restera 
the situation but without successa Similarly all other 
essential services were also in the same state ineluding P & T 
Railway, Accountant General's Office =- factories ete, The 
situation thus became most alarming, Ün account of general 
lawlessness in whieh Goondas ware prominent, the life and honour 
of the citizens of Lahore was in grave danger with civil 


administration completely paralysed,

Government of Punjab did not take me into confidence when 
they were expecting tha "Direct Action" situation to develope 
and even after the "Direct Aetion" had actually taken placa 
for some days. On 2nd March '53, it was the first time that A 
l was apprised of the situation when the Punjab Government 
formally requested for military aid, 

Whatever help the Government wanted was given to them 
immediately. There were no oecasions when the army holp 

was sought and it was not given immediately, 

Ihe situation as regards agitation was allowed to develop 
over a long period and reached such a state between the 

ith and 6th Mareh'53, that the army had to be ordered by 
the Centre to take over the charge of Lahore Corporstion 

area against the wishes of the Punjab Government, The 

Policy adopted by the Punjab Government, allowed no scape 

far the army to take an effective action until the 
daclaration of Martial Law which came in the nick of time 

to save the city from a terrible disaster, 

When the army took over control, law and order was 
restored in the shortest possible period and with the vi 
minimum of casualties (within 24 hrs) at the cost of 

11 killed and 49 wounded considering the magnitude of 

violence and lawlessness that had taken shape in Lahore, 


From the moment, we had the first warning on 2nd Mar 953, 


the army was standing bye to some in "Aid of Givil Power" 
at ri hour's netice, and our military Exercise fixed for 
3rd to 5th March '53 was cancelled and troops waro 
brought back to Lahore Cantonment from RAIWLIHD-A4SUR. 

The first lot of troops were moved into Lahore from tha 
Cantonment on 3rd March !'53, (0700 hrs] as required by 
the Punjab Government,

The genesis of the Anti-Ahmedi Agitation would 
be found in the history of tha Majlis-i-Ahrar, Until the 
partition the Majlis-i-Ahrar maintained its nationalist and 
antieeonmmunal attitude and continued the oppose the partition 
of India on the basis of the twoenation theory, It funetioned 


as the hand-maid of the Indian National Congress, It was 


supported by the Unionist Party in its anti-Leagua activie 
ties in the Punjab, However, events moved fast after the 
dissolution of the Khizar Cabinet in March,1947, when communal 
Üfranzy seized the province and certain well known Ahrars 
wore set upon by a non-Muslim mob and severely assaulted 
at Amritsar. The Congress and the League were loft to dew 
termine the future of the sub continent; all other political 
organisation including the Ahrar realised their futility 
and reaehed in the background, 

The partition came in Aurust,19L7. Widespread 
violenea, privation and suffering came in its wake, The Muse 
lims in the East Punjab were hounded, haeked and driven to 
West Punjab. Even antieLeacue Muslims such as the Ahrars 
were not spared, Soma of the Ahrar leaders deeided to stay 
on in India, while others came over to Pakistan. For somes 
time the "Vira Hotel" now called "The Central Pak Hotel" on "i 
the Meleod Hoad, Lahore, became the rendezvous for the meetings 
of these veteran Ahrar workers and their non-Muslim contacts, 
who visited Pakistan from time to time, Some of the Ahrar 
leaders dispersed to outlying places in the Punjab and suse 
pended their activitiea. These included Syed Atta Ullah 
Shah Bokhari, Maulvi Muhammad Ali Jyllundari, Master Tajeud= 
Din ard Sahihbzada Faiz-ul-Hassan. Thoy new showed their 
readiness to dissolve the party and rive up its politieal 
complexion, For this purpose they called a meeting of the 
Working Committee at Khangarh in the Muzaffarzarh district 
where Syed Atta Ullah Shah Hokhari had taken refuge in 
Nowamber,1947. No final decision was taken, The erstwhile 


heroes were seized with defeatism, confusion, panic and fear,

Another meeting was held in Lahoro December, 1957, Master 


T&j-ud-Din was in the chair. No final decision was taken on 
this oecasion either, However, All Pakistan Majlis-i- 

Abrar was founded and the Working Committees electad, 
„3a The Ahrar leaders who had so far been feeling shy 

fo face the public, made iilis first public appearance and 
affirmations of the loyalty to the Mjslim League in May, 

19,8, when they held a conference in Lyallpur, They said 
little except the enforcement of the Shariat Law, They made 
references to Ahmadiaz, The references were, however, inocuous 
and mild. This they did in order to win public sympathy and 
support, 

lia Fpom the very start of its organisation long before 
the partition, the Majlis-i-ahrar has been bitterly opposed 

to the Ahmedies, It used to hold public meetings at 

which its speakers indulged in strong criticism agsinst tha 
founder of the Ahmadi Community and their faith, It also 
published many pamphlet snd other literatura in that connecte 
ions Shortly after the partition, tha Ahrar leaders announced 
that on the political front they had decided to merga their 
Party with the My, slim League whereas on the relizious side 
they would continue their activities separatoly, 

5s The Ahrars were blustering every now and then against 
the Muslim League as before, They showed ageressiveness in 
their attitude, Their meetings with tha Indians made it 
necessary to detain Syed Makhdum Shah Bansuri and Sheikh 
Hissam-ud Din, They were arrested in July and Soptember,1946 
respectively, It is interesting to observe that in October 
1948, Syed Atta Ullah Shah Bokhari addressed a meeting at * 
Lahora asserting that the Ahrars had no differences with the 
Muslim Learues Ha advised Ahrar volunteers to join the 
Pakistan National Gaurds and to help in organising defence

12. The Muslim League veered round and accorded 
preferential treatment to the Ahrars.. This was evident from 
the fact that the Working Committee of the Pakistan Muslim i 
League which cet at Karachi in December, 1949, among other 
things, to draw up a list of political partias which were 
taboo te the members of the Muslim League omitted to include 
the name of Majlis-i-ihrar from the list, It is interesting 
that the list, which contained as many as 19 names of polis 
tieal parties taboo to the members of the Muslim League, 

was conspicously silent about Ahrars. The exelusion of the 
name of Maó4jlis-i-Ahrar in spite of its black and anti-League 
record. created an impression amongst its members that the 
party had at last rehabilitated itself and that it had uf 
won the confidence of the Muslim League.

„adat these conferences and rebolutions passed demanding (a) 
declaration of the Abnedya Zomuüunity a minority cégmunity, (b] 
removal of Sir:;Zafar Ullah Khan from the Central Cabinet, 

(ec) removal of Ahmedies from key-posts and (d) declaration 

of Habwsh as an open city for other communities, In one of the 
spenches delivered at these meetings, Syed. Atta Ullah Shah 
‘Bokhari claimed that if Mirza. Ghulam Ahmad had made a claim 
to prophethood in his lifetime, he would have killed him with 

his own hands, It was alleged that Pakistan's failure in 
Kashmir was due to treachery of the Ahmedies. 

15. The Ahrar.reprinted a large number of copies of 
laulana Shabir Ahmad Usmani's book "Alshshab" justifying the Ji 

asssssination of two Ahmedies at Kabul. This also started 
pemphleteering and writing militant articles in their party 
paper "izad", A list of Gadiani officers serving in the Pak 
armed foerecs was published by the Anrars in August, 1950 in the 
"Azad", 

16, The Ahrars sre colourless people possessing a most 
shifty nature. They align themselves with tha various political 
groups of ebposite camps whenever it suited thoir purpose, 

They try to exploit the internal dissensions existing in the 
lHiuslim League, Ab ona time they aupported Mamdot, when he was 
the Chief Minister, then the Advisors and finally Mian Mumtaz 
Muhamned than Daultana, Thay alwsys went with the wind and 
supported tho party in power, 

17. As & result of virulent nnti-Qediani propaganda, dona 
by tho Ahrars, a very dsngsrous situation was created, Pini ade 
occurred in tha Montgomery and Rawalpindi districts. At Okafa 


one Ahmedi was stabbed. Ahmedi’ preachers ware wsylaid and their 
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faces blackened. Loud-speakers wera fitted in the mosques 
which blared for days an ond adveeatine hatred and spreading 
venom against the Ahmedies, 4 murder tock place at,Hhawalpindi 
in which the victim was an Ahmedia Earlier a young Pads Oe 
doctor was killed in Quetta. Thesa disturbing and disconcert- 
ing ineidents led to repeated warnings being administered 
to the Ahrars by various high officials of the Government 
including HE. Sardar Abdur Rab Nishtar, the Chief Adviser, 
the Chief Secretary and the Inspector General of Police, The 
Ahrars were very quick to make scemn promises which they 
broke vory boldly without any compunction of conselence, 
Tension continued to mount, 

18. The Ahmedics started counter propaganda. They took 
up the challenge in 7950 and 1951 and began to organise 

counter meetings, They held meetings at Sialkot, Lyallpur 

and Multan, which were chstructed by Ahrar volunteers, 

19, The allézation that the ahrars owad merely lip 
service and allegiance to Pakistan was corraborated subs- 
tantially by their behavour towards an Indian Goodwill 

Mission which visited Lahore under the leadorship of Mr. 

Bhim Sen Sachar about the end of 1950, Ahrar leaders held f 
secret meetings with the members of the Mission, Some af them 
were allered to have given out that if tha Hindus were to 

cme back to West Pakistan, they would being prosperity in 
their wake. 

20, Elections in the Punjab were last held in March 

1951, The Ahrar leaders gave out that they would support 
Muslim League Candidates only, if they were not &Rhmedias, Ti 
Nevertheless a numbor of tickets were issued to Ahmedi-Candi- 
dates, However, none of the Ahmedi emdidate could succeed, 
The Ahrars celebrated thoir defeat by observing "Yom-i-Tashakkur" 
at Lahore on threo successive daya in May,1951, They alse 

took out a procession of Ahrar volunteers. The public cave 

a rousing rsception to the procession indicatine that thay 

were happy at the exclusion of Ahmedies from the assembly, 


The Ahrars were hailed as deliverers, They exploited their 
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growing popularity by holding numbarcus confercnce throughout 
the province, Ulterior motivos were imputed to Ahmedies in 
eonneetion with the Rawalpindi Conspiracy Case and the concent- 
ration of Indian troops on the borders of Pakistan. It was 
allered that General Nazir had joined the conspiracy because 
he was not loyal to Pakistan being, an Ahmedi. Some Shrar speakers 
blared the Ahmedies for the airerash in December,1950, in which 
General Iftikhar lost his life, Tha tension following the con- 
centration of I,dian troops on our borders Was oxploitod by the 
Ahrars by holding defonoe conferences which too were used fof 
the purposes of pribarating against the Ahmedies.

pation of Ahrar workers in the electioneering campaign of the 
Muslim League early in the year 1951, The eredit of Ahrars as 
political party was not only established but reéopniaed, The tone 
of their politics became distinctly more atrressiva as they 
entered tho next phases,

disturb 4hmedi meetings, The meetings of ahmedies held at 
Sialkot and disturbed by Ahrars are typical of the t edhnique 
used by them, They contacted local Khatibs asking them to 
instirato publie opinion against the holding of public meetings 
by AMmnedies,. They also held meétines under the aegis of the 
Anjuman Tahafe-i-Khatme-Nabuwwat at which the Ahmedies were vili- 
fied. Finding that the authorities did not acceded to the ahrars 
demand for banning the Ahmedi Conference, Abrar agitators 
tried to create pandemonium at the meeting by raiding slogans 
of "Banaspati Nabi Murdabad", Marzayon ke jalsa band kar dot, 


"Kuffar ke jalss band kar do", The conference came to an 


abrupt end, Nevertheless, the Ahmedis returning home from the 
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conference were brick=-batted by these aritators,  Anti- 
Ahmedia meetings wera held at various places in the 
Punjab, At one of these meetings which was held in Jhang 
in Mareh,19052, Maulvi Muhammad Luqman advocated for the 
first time, the acetal boycott of the Ahmedias anc sleir 
expulsion from Pakistan,  Sh,Hissam-ud-Din, speaking at a 
meeting held in Lyallpur, eriticised tha working nf 
Pakistan embassies, blaned the Foreign Minister for the 
partition of Palestine and for the Red Cliff Award which 
put the Gurdaspur district in India.

Fabrurary, Maulana Akhtar Ali Khan remained in constant communie- 
tation with Master Taj Din and other Ahrar leaders whe had zene 
to Karachi, over the telephone at Lahore. Master Taj Din wrote 
to hin a letter to say that he should lead the agitation and 
eontinue to send Rassakars to Karachi, Cn the recelpt af these 
instructions two batches of volunteers were dapatched by Maulana 
Akhter Ali Khan, and Maulana Ghulam Ghaus 3arhadi-cne under 
Sahibtasada Faiz-ul Hassan and the other under Ghazi llam-ud Din 
on the 25th and 27th,respectively, The ona which left on the 
27th was intercepted by tha Punjab Police at Lodhresn, On this 
Ghulam Ghaus Sarhadi was handed the charge of the Lahore office, 
makine him an acting President. When the round-up was mado on 
the 28th,Maulana Ghulam Gaus went underground, Ha has not baen 
traced so far, While underground he directed the gritation in 
a rather militant way.

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The invitation to Jomaatei-Islami to send representative 
Lo attend the All-Muslim Parties Gonvention was received 
on the 2nd July, 1952, Abule (la-Maudoodi called a meeting 
ef the Ms jlis<é-Shoora on the 11th duly. About then persons 
attended and two resclutions were passed, the first demanding 
that the Ahmedism should be treated as a M Rn eommuni ty 
and the seeond that Sir Zafrullah Khan should be removed 
from his office.
